1 . BILATERAL MEETING ON MDW WAS HELD AM AUGUST 9 AT

2. LIKHATCHEV MADE EXTENDED REMARKS PARAPHRASING WORKING 
PAPER TO BE TABLED IN CCD, AND GAVE RUSSIAN AND ENGLISH 
ADVANCE COPIES TO US SIDE. FULL ENGLISH TEXT OF PAPER 

BEING TRANSMITTED SEPTEL. 
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3. LIKHATCHEV ALSO SAID, FOR US ONLY, THAT SOVIET 
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PROPOSAL NOT INTENDED TO APPLY TO "NEW VARIATIONS OF
